Dr. Mitchell notified the physicians that he expected
fr m t em, before they left Memphis, a d -- tailed
report of their exjierlence with the present epidemic,
embracing the various phhses of the disease. Its
treatment and tho suc- ess of tbe systems of treat-
ment each had adopted. The reports must also pay
particular attention to the numi er of sick visited,
the proportion or the population in their vari us
districts stru-- 11 with tho fever, and the number of
deaths, 'ogether with such other points of Interest
as may sugge-- t themselves Dr. Mitchell said that
this was the onlr way by which an accurate report of
the work of the Howard physicians could be com
plled.a' d urged earnestly that each physician should
give particular attention to this Important duty.

When tne permanent officers were announced. Dr.
Mitchell Introduced each one to the members pres-
ent.

Dr Dowell, the president, on taking his seat, ex-
pressed his pleasure at the high honor conferred en
him, and plerged himself to render all the assist-
ance in his power toward the furtherance of the ob-
jects the so dety was organized to accomplish, and
predicted the success of the movement. He gave
some wholesome advice to the nienioers as to the
dignity that should always attach to them, andas to the researches each one should feel
htmsaU compelled to make in the disease of yellow-feve-

and especially as to its treatment. He regret-
ted that since he had been in Memphis his success
In the treatment of the (Msesse had bet 11 no greater
than had th it of those who had treated It before he
was born. He referred to tbe Importance of investi
gating thoroughly the subject of quarantine, both
maritime anu tocai. and advanced the opinion
that had the fever been kept out of New Orleans
the past summer thousands of lives and millions of
dollars wou:d have been saved. He also referred to
the fallacy that yellow-fev- er never visited points at
certain heights above the level of the sea, and cited
instances overthrow!!!,; thai theory. He made some
other suggestions as 16 the duties of the members
of the s clety, and toi'k his seat amid applause.

On motion of Dr. Mitchell. Drs. T. Orange Sim-
ons, of Charleston, South Carolina, and Wm. Dun-
can, of Savannah. Georgia, were appointed a com
mltte.-- to select, and present at the next meeting,
subjects lor the deliberations of tbe society.

On motion of Dr. Grange :;lmons, the constitution,

Editors Appeal I wish to trouble you

one more time, to iTer a plea In behalf of the
preachers or the different denominations and pro-
test against the public sentimeut which forces them
to sacr floe their lives uselessly, as they have been
doing from the commencement of yellow-feve- r In
Grenada and elsewhere up to the present time. I
am aware that It Is expected of them in times of
trouble and sickness that tbey devote their time
and setvices to their congregations and friends, and
under ordinary circumstances, it is right ai d noth-
ing but their duty to do so. But under the present
circumstances, it Is nothing less than throwing
away their lives uselessly. The yellow- - fever of this
year, from Its commencement, has been of the most
fatal character, and, as a general rule, exposure to
Its Influence has resulted In a contraction of the dis-
ease, a few days of Intense suffering and death In
most cases the ultimate result. Why then should
tbey be forced by public sentiment to place them-
selves In such a perilous situation when they can ac-
complish so little good? Should any of
them b so fortunate as to recover from
such an attack after a lingering convales-
cence. they come from their chambers mere shadows,
broken both 'n health and spirits. Grant for argu-
ment's sake that In a few Instances they may afford
spiritual consolation to a few of their friends In their
last moments. Such instances are so few that that
does not compensate for the loss of so many good
and faithful ministers. From the Information that
I have been able to get about this disease, I am of
the opinion that In most of the cases the onset is so
violent and the suffering so great, tbat they are net
In a condition to feel the Importance of tbe advice and
consolation offered to tbem by their spiritual advisers;
and the last few hours or days of their existence
violent delirium intervenes and renders them Incapa-
ble f profiting by any spiritual advice that may be
offered them. When an epidemic commences in any
locality of a fatal character it speaks In trumpet
tones to all concerned that thete Is danger and
death In every breeze, and warns them to set their
bouses In order and prepare to meet Its dangers with
entire composure. The christian. If he has lived as
he should. Is always ready to die; and. If he will for
a moment reflect, he will at once see the danger that
his pastor will be exposed to In visiting blm under
such circumstances, and will, before his reason Is
dethroned, excuse him. On the other band. If a
man has lived In outbreaking sin and open rebel-
lion against his Maker, there Is but little confidence
to be placed In any profession of religion he may
make on a dying bed. So, In either event, tbe results
are so meager that It seems to me almost useless,
Indeed It Is cruelty lor public sentiment to force a
good man to expose himself to almost certain death.
1 commenced this letter with the remark tbat I
wished to enter a plea In behalf ot the preachers
who are expected by the public to offer themselves
as a sacrifice to the fearful epidemic which Is raging
la so many places; and that plea Is. that each one
should be allowed to Judge for himself after a

Savannah A'etcs: We regret deeply to announce the

death from yellow-feve- r In Memphis, on
Wednesday, of Dr. Langdon A. Cheves. of this city,
who was one of the first to respond to tbe call of dis-
tress from the afflicted city. The Information of
this sad event was received through a private tele-
gram sent by Dr. M'Farland, and is also given In our
associated press dlsp tches. Dr. Cheves entered the
Virginia military institute, Lexington. Vlrglnl , In
the summer of 1 861), and graduated with distinction
In July, 1 873. His high moral character, elevated
sense of honor and gentlemanly courtesy, com-
manded the respect and affection of the faculty and
bis fellow cade. s. He was exceedingly modest and
quiet In his demeanor, of strong will and marked
characteristics, which were strengthened and con
firmed by bis military education. On his return to
Savannah he studied medlclt.e In the office of Dr.
T. J Charlton for several years, and then left for
Baltimore city, where be entered the medical college,
and graduated with honor in March last, and conse- -

ouentl) took an extra course of lectures In
that city. On returning again to Savannah, he at
or:ceente!ed upon his profession, with the promise
of a brilliant future, when the summons for assist-
ance from the plague-stiicke- u city of Memphis In
duced him to abandon his own Interest aud hasten
to the tellef ot distressed humanity, in which noble
cause he his fallen a martyr. Dr. Cheves was about
twenty-fou- r years of age, was giandson ot Hon

and a civil engineer of considerable note. He leaves
a mother and two sisters.
